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PAUL AND MARY FORD 


A special news notice came down to 
the HIT PARADER offices just before 

we went to press, and we wanted to 
clue all our readers in to the latest hap- 
penings with a “Big Switch” made by 
Les Paul and Mary Ford, the most 
famous team in present-day popular 
music. They are now with Columbia 
Records, according to an announcement 
by Mitch Miller, Director of Popular 
Artists and Repertoire, having left the 
Capitol diskery. 

Innovator of new sounds as well as 
star of numerous hit records, Les Paul 
pioneered the new widely-used multiple 
recording technique which produced 
such million-sellers as “How High The 
Moon” and “Tiger Rag.” 

Born in Waukesha, Wisconsin, June 
9, 1916, Les Paul began playing har- 
monica at the age of thirteen. At four- 
teen he made his radio debut in Mil- 
waukee, billed as “Rhubarb Red,” a 
pseudonym he used for quite a while. 
Soon he decided to hang the harmonica 
on a rack on his shoulders, leaving his 
hands free to play the guitar accompani- 
ment. In this dual role, he was featured 
in theatres and on radio stations in 
Milwaukee and Chicago, billed as “Rhu- 
barb Red.” When he learned to play 
modern guitar, he used the name Les 
Paul. For five years Les used both 
names, then dropped “Rhubarb Red,” 
the. harmonica-playing and went to New 
York, where he formed a trio. 

He hoped to join Paul Whiteman, 
but thanks to a chance elevator en- 


counter was signed to appear with Fred 
Waring and the Pennsylvanians. Later 
came stints with Ben Bernie and Bing 
Crosby, then his own show from the 
West Coast. 

In 1946, Les began to experiment 
with his own one-man recording studio 
and one-man orchestra, playing all the 
parts —rhythm, melody, harmony, back- 
grounds. His first two experimental 
records, “Lover” and “Brazil,” were 
issued while Les was in a _ hospital, 
suffering from a broken leg, arm, pelvis, 
ribs, both shoulders, nose and back. He 
was in bed for two long and painful 
years. 

Then, Les Paul formed a new night 
club and recording trio, which included 
his wife, Mary Ford, playing guitar 
and singing. Thus, the now-famous “Mr. 
and Mrs.” music team was launched. 

Having had many hits while with the 
Capitol Recording Company, Les & 
Mary quickly zoomed into national 
prominence and were rated not only as 
top recording stars, but scored numer- 
ous successes on TV and in theatres 
and night clubs across the country. 

Now with Columbia, the top brass 
are putting every effort into capturing 
the Les & Mary sound on wax so as to 
prediiie a big hit for the dynamic 
duo. It looks like their first effort on 
the Columbia stamp has the sound to 
go all the way — “Put A Ring On ee 
Finger” is the ditty currently ge 
fabulous ‘popularity for “Mr. 

Music,” Les Paul and Mary Ford.

Cis Deg AEN eT SE, is 
in the writing: “Dear Mr. Bennett,” I a I 
one note reads, “enclosed is a picture oF ee BENNSE 
of our parakeet, Pixie. As you can see, 
he’s listening to the radio, and it hap- 
pens to be your program, too.” To 
which Bill grins: “Proof? This just 
goes to prove my show is really ‘for the 
birds’.” 

The most popular man about town 
with teenagers, Bill manages to not 
only perform his radio duties, but find 
time to do one night stands throughout 
the Northwest as well, entertaining 
youngsters with “The Bill Bennett Car- 
avan,” which includes five young Tex- 
ans called “The Big Beats” who are 
headed by Bill, and a top recording 
star or two. The halls are jammed three 
deep, and sessions have attracted over 
3,000 youngsters, excluding a good num- 
ber of parents who seem to enjoy it 
as much as the kids. Aside from this, 
every Wednesday night is Bill Bennett 
night at the Prom Ballroom on the Mid- 
way in St. Paul, another great attract- 
ion for both teenagers and parents.

Another of the many stars that were featured on the Paul Brenner Show is 
=clumbie's Frankie Laine. Frankie meets one of Paul's most ardent listeners. 
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Paul Brenner — he of the “PAUL 
BRENNER SHOW” — heard twice da- 
ily over WNTA, Newark, N.J., is not 
only one of America’s first dise jockeys 
— but one of America’s “first” disc 
jockeys. In other words, Paul was one 
of the pioneer record spinners (along 
with Martin Block and Al Jarvis) and 
has achieved top status with New York- 
New Jersey metropolitan audiences. Not 
only is Paul respected for the way he 
handles his deejay chores, but as an off- 
stager, too. 3 

In fact, he’s as well liked by his 
fellow disc jockeys as he is by the 
millions who affectionately call him 
“Pal Paul.” And, in this competitive 
business — brother, that’s quite an 
achievement. He was twice elected 
president of the Metropolitan Associ- 
ation of Disc Jockeys and is the “darl- 
ing” of the publishers and record com- 
panies, who will tell you “There’s no 
nicer guy around a mike or a turn- 
table.” That’s quite a tribute to be paid 
a disc jockey by trades-people of the 
exciting record biz. 

However, Paul regards himself pri- 
marily as a salesman — secondly, as a 
platter-spinner. It is his sincere con- 
viction that unless he serves his spon- 
sors, he cannot serve his listeners. And, 
another of the many tributes that have 
been paid to this “salesman of the air” 
is his designation, last year, by Slender- 
ella. International as “The Dise Jockey 
Who Did the Best Commercials of the 
Year” for this famous organization. 
Many other sponsors, too, consider Paul 
Brenner their boy — and why not? 
He’s selling their products like a true 
salesman. 

Brenner is quite a family man, who 
is at his happiest when he is home with 
wife, Dorothy, and children, Eileen, 
Michael and Larry; not to mention his 
beloved dog (14 years old!), Butch. He 
devotes as much time as possible to his 
hobbies, which are (believe it or not) 
playing records at home on his Hi Fi 
equipment (which he built from 
scratch!) and working with his son 
Michael on their extensive HO model 
train layout. The only trouble is, Paul 
is kept so busy with his radio and TV 
activities that he doesn’t have as much 
ee as he’d like to devote to his hob- 

ies. 


Paul has recently inaugurated — on 
his Saturday morning program from 9 
to noon over WNTA — a feature that 
is rapidly becoming the talk of the 
trade, as well as his listeners. It’s “Rec- 
ord Report,” which features actual on- 
the-spot pickups from record companies, 
record distributors and record spinners 
around the nation. “Record Report” has 
attracted the attention of the music 
world to the extent that it has already 
been written up in several trade maga- 
zines, and Paul is constantly beseiged 
by out-of-town disc jockeys who are 
anxious to be heard in the New York 
metropolitan area. 


On Saturday evenings (5:00-7:00 
p.m.), Paul features current hit dises 
and each Saturday a guest of honor. 
Recent visitors to his microphone in- 
clude Perez Prado, Johnny Mathis, Tony 
Bennett, Connie Francis — and, in 
other words, just about every artist 
worth mentioning in the business! In 
fact, the Paul Brenner Show is usually 
the first stop for artists who are pass- 
ing through the New Jersey, area.

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Each and every successful deejay has 
a particular quality that helps to elev- 
ate him to a position of respect which 
he receives from both his station ex- 
ecutives and his listening audience. In 
the case of the personable Bob Norman, 
charm is’ his stand-out virtue. His 
charm becomes evident the moment 
Bob bids his listeners a happy “Good 
Evening, Friends” at 6:05 p.m. each 
day. And, as the moments pass, his 
radiant personality brings him closer 
and closer to his thousands of radio 
patrons. Right up to the 11:00 p.m. 
mark, Connecticut’s ““Prince Charming” 
spins the country’s major recording 
hits, interspersed with some discs of 
his own choosing, which, he knows, will 
also serve to please his audiences 
everywhere. 


Bob sincerely believes in giving 
every new record a chance, hoping that 
it will “break” into the hit category.

HIT PARADER 


Recently, we contacted the talented 
and popular Mr. Tommy Mara, who is 
now going ever so strong with his latest 
Felsted recording, “Where The Blue Of 
The Night,” and asked him if he would 
mind writing a little something for all 
you HIT PARADER fans about his 
tremendous success. Because he is al- 
ways ready and willing to please the 
public, he gladly obliged us. So, take it 
away, Tommy! 


Joe Leahy, the fabulous arranger- 
conductor-musician-composer, was faced 
with a problem when he was preparing 
to record song star Kathy Linden for 
Felsted Records last spring. He felt 
that Kathy’s unique sound required a 
treatment that was new and yet old. 
So, in order to come up with something 
new, Mr. Leahy went back about 20 
years and came up with “Billy,” the 
tune made popular in the 30’s by Wee 
Bonnie Baker. He took this old stand- 
ard and brought it up-to-date with a 
modern arrangement. Within days after 
“Billy” was released, it began showing 
on the best seller lists. Mr. Leahy took 
another old Bonnie Baker hit for 
Kathy’s second record, “You’d Be Sur- 
prised,” and this, too, proved to be a 
big seller. By mid-summer, “Oh, John- 
ny, Oh” made it three in a row for 
Kathy Linden. All tunes from way back 
revived for a new life. 

So, when it came to selecting music 
for my Felsted session, Mr. Leahy once 
again dug through the old song hits 
and devised a darling idea. Bing Crosby 
had been the only singer to record his 


rangement. 


theme song, “Where The Blue Of The 
Night,” as a single record. The platter 
was such a tremendous hit that it scar- 
ed every singer away from waxing it. 
Frankly, I am too young to be scared 
by “Blue Of The Night,” because to me 
it is a “new” song. It had been recorded 
long before I was born, and I had no 
way of knowing just what a great suc- 
cess it had been. In addition, Mr. Leahy 
had made such an exciting arrangement 
that, when I stepped into the studio to’ 
record the song, I was completely at 
ease. 


Mr. Leahy had come up with just the 
right arrangement. As a matter of 
fact, the solid beat truly made it a 
NEW song. The older folks remember 
“Where The Blue Of The Night” as a 
ballad, with Bing crooning “boo, boo, 
boo, boo.” This brings back many mem- 
ories. To the youngsters, my version of 
“Where The Blue Of The Night,” with 
the beat, is THEIR song. This seems to 
apply to all the oldies that have made 
it recently — such tunes as “Twilight 
Time,” “Stardust,” “Who’s Sorry Now,” 
“Sail Along Silvery Moon,” “By The 
Light Of The Silvery Moon,” “I Don’t 
Want To Set The World On Fire,” 
“Smoke Gets In Your Eyes,” “Moon- 
glow,” “Sheik Of Araby,” etc., etc. 


So, the trend now is to come up with a 
something new by reworking some- 
thing old. As far as I am concerned, a 


hit record needs two ingredients, in 


addition to the singer — the ingredi- 
ents are the song and the Joe Leah:
